another part of the palace and mors pri- 
vately, and then moved and terminated the 
interview... The’ Princé’s party then retired 
from: ‘the andiencé-chamber, and refresh- 
ments were served in’ an’ adjoining room, 
after which His Royal Highness, ‘with Ad- 
miral Keppel, Sir Hurry Parkés, and the 
gentleman of the Legation who-was soting 
as interpreter, waa ‘received privately in’a 
pavilion .in the palace gardens. This inter- 
view was a longer one, and: though, of 
course, Do conversation ‘could tuke place 
beyorid the mere commonplaces easily ima- 
gined between auch an entertainer and such 
a guest, it’ was remarkable for more than 
one circumstance. Chiefly, that ‘for the 
first timoe,- the::Mikado heard ‘Japanese 
spoken to him. by a foreigner. . Hitherto, 
both: in“ the. case of His Impérial Majust; 
‘arid ‘of. the Shogoon,: communication with 
the sovereign on the occasion of a Minister's 
visit has always been through native inter- 
preters. “On this occasion it was properly
